CHICAGO, June 5 (UP)-Fire leaped from 
an elevator shaft early today and flashed 
throug-h the lower floors of the 23-stoiy La 
Salle hotel where 58 persons died in the worst 
hotel fire in Chicago's history. 

Coroner A, L. Brodie set the death toll of- 
ficially at 58, and said many of them died as 
the result of mass hysteria and panic. Many 
leaped to their death from windows high 
above the crowded streets of Chicago's loop. 

Twelve hours after the fire storied there were 5i bodiea at 
the county morgue and three at St. Luke's hospital. One 
fircmnn'fl body was taken to a private funeral home. 

Fire Commiaaioner Michael J. Corrignn also said many of 
the dcathrt were "tragically unnecoaaary." 

The flamua spread from an elevator ahaft to an adjoining 
cocktail louiiRc and within aeconda turned the ornate lobby 
into a fiery death trap. 
Brice McBride, RFD 2, Prove, Utah, was one of the dead.

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TOO MANY JOBS 

With millions facing slarvntlon, II. might 
sppm IhnC the directorship of UNRRA would 
be a full-time Job. But Director Florcllo L:i- 
Ouarclla seems to find plenty ol time tor 
other activities. He Is a twlcc-n-week: radio 
commentator, a thrlce-weckly newspaper 
columnist and, we assume, .itlll a politician— 
nl least, he has been on the public pnyroll 
for almost 40 of the lost 45 years, and is said 
to covet a seat in the senate next year. 

Even this busy schedule did not prevent 
hlfi appearing before the United Nations food 
and agriculture organization and attempting 
to ridicule and demolish, In his cozUy sar- 
castic radio and ncwsreel manner, the nine- 
point plan of long-range world food admin- 
istration which former President Herbert 
Hoover had proposed the day before. 

Mr. LaGuardla has every right to disagree 
with Mr. Hoover and to express that dis- 
agreement. But the petty fault-finding and 
hair-splitting that he indulged In leave one 
wondering whether his deepest concern wa.i 
with the world's hungry millions or whether 
his intention was to embarrass and belittle 
Mr. Hoover. 

Herbert Hoover was not the most popular 
or successful President thl.i country ever had. 
But he has a record of sound achievement in 
food administration. Furthermore, his chief 
concern during the recent war wa.s with the 
problem of getting food to the victims of axis 
occupation— though his proposals fell on 
deaf ears In Washington. 

It was undoubtedly as the former U. 
food commissioner and director of Bolgl 
relief In World war I that Mr. Hoover v 
chosen by President Truman to survey the 
famine areas and submit n report. Mr. Hoover 
accepted the Invitation and, In spite of his 
7: years, undertook this arduous trip around 
the world. 

But Mr, LaGuardla did not even credit the 
former President with good intentions, much 
Jess wisdom. Mr. LaGuardla, who has sat in 
Washington slilce taking on the UNRRA Job, 
apparently knew all the answers. His su- 
perior contempt for the Hoover proposals 
shouted ev«n from the impersonal black-and- 
white of the newspaper story of his rebuttal. 

Mr. Hoover had said: "Tlie world must quit 
charity as a basis of widespread food dis- 
tribution." This wouldn't do at all. so Mr. 
LaGuardla rephrased Mr. Hoover's speech 
for him: "Moreover, the world must continue 
cooperation as a basis of food distribution." 

Mr. Hoover had suggested that UNRRA be 
supplanted on Sept. I by a world food au- 
thority under the United Nations, (Not a bad 
Idea. It would seem, In view of UNRRA's 
scarcely brilliant achievements.) Mr, La- 
Guardla's answer to this was: "It Is Impos- 
sible to take a stopwatch and say at a given 
hour of a given day, 'We are not going to give 
you any more food.' " That seems a deliberate 
distortion of Mr. Hoover's meanln?. 

All this might seem unimportant If Mr, 
LaGuardla did not head the agency primarily 
responsible for getting food to hungry peo- 
ple. But since he does, It becomes important 
to all of us. 

II Mr. LaGuardla cannot distinguish be- 
tween Herbert Hoover. Republican elder 
statesman, and Herbert Hoover, relief au- 
thority and humanitarian, and if he contuses 
his own political ambitions with his Interim 
UNRRA position, It might be well if he would 
step down and let a more single-minded ad- 
ministrator take over his Ilfe-and-death Job.
